As  of  this  past  Monday,  the  71-72 
Student  Directory  has  been  available  to 
students.   What  I  hope  to  do  with  this 
column  this  week  is  to  acquaint  stu- 
dents with  the  '-(fori  that  has  been  put 
into  the  Directory. 

Upon  assuming  office  this  past  Hay, 
I  was  advised  by  out-going  President 
Scott  Gillie  not  to  publish  the  direct- 
ory because  of  tremendous  costs,  both 
ia  time  and  money.  In  fact,  he  did  not 
include  the  Directory  costs  in  the  71- 
72  Budget  he  prepared. 

However,  the  consensual  feeling 
among  the  people  in  my  administration 
was  that  the  Directory  was  a  service 
of  the  Students'  Government  that  is 
appreciated  and  utilized  by  the  Student 
Body.    Hence,  the  decision  to  publish 
the  directory  was  made. 

The  actual  publication  and  distri- 
bution process  was  assigned  to  the 


Department.    Steve  Evans,  Sec- 
retary of  the  Interior,  assumed  the  role 
of  general  overseer  of  the  project,  and 
made  nearly  all  decisions  concerning 
the  Directory  arte-  consultation  with 
his  staff. 

Mike  Lester  and  Brian  Quandt  were 
assigned  ih;  roles  of  co-ordinators  of 
the  project  by  Steve  and  together  they 
insured  the  successful  assimilation, 
publication,  collation,  and  distribu- 
tion of  the  Directory. 

Working  closely  with  the  Interior 
people  at  all  times  was  Dave  James, 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury.    His  first 
task  was  to  compile  realistic  expendi- 
ture estimates.    He  obtained  three  pos- 
sible modes  of  printing  the  Directory 
and  three  corresponding'eost  estimates. 

The  first  proposal  was  to  have  print- 
ed and  bound  by  a  private  outside  con- 
cern at  a  cost  of  S2.300-    The  second

Again,  the  afore  mentioned  people, 
with  assistance  of  Student  Senator  Dick 
Echert,  provided  the  leadership  for 
this  phase  of  the  project. 

The  on'y  task  needing  completion  at 
this  time  is  the  distribution.  -The  dir- 
ectories have  been  distributed  to  Act- 
ivity Card  holders  only.  Should  there  be 
a  surplus,  the  Directories  will  be  avail- 
able to  all  students.    There  is  no 
charge  for  them.
